ALTj  applications  for  Private  Bills,  properly  the 
subject  of  legislation  by  ihe  Legislative  Assem- 
I bly  of  British  Columbia,  within  the  purview  of  the 
I British  North  America  Act,  1867,”  whether  for  the 
I erection  of  a Bridge,  the  making  of  a Rtiilroad,  Turn- 
I pike  Road,  or  Telegra]ih  Line  ; the  construction  or 
ini|)rovement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam.  or 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry  ; the  incorporation  of  any  ])articnlar  trade  or 
calling,  or  of  any  Joint  Stock  Co.  ; or  otherwise  for 
granting  to  any  im.ividual  or  individuals  any  exclu- 
sive or  peculiar  rights  or  judvileges  whatever,  or  for 
doing  any  matter  or  thing  which  in  its  ojjeratioa 
would  affect  the  rights  or  property  of  other  parties, 
or  relate  lo  any  particular  class  of  the  community  ;
